This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 11/8/2018 for access to Ronald 
Reagan Presidential records pertaining to DeGraffenreid: various folders regarding unauthorized lea s o 
government information from boxes 8, 9, and 17. Your request was received by the Ronald Reagan Library 
on 11/8/2018. FOIA requests for Reagan Presidential Records are processed and reviewed under provision ot 
the 1978 Presidential Records Act, as amended, (PRA) (44 U.S.C. §§ 2201-2209), which incorporates the 
Freedom of Information Act (5 U.S.C. § 552) in substantial part. 


We have completed processing approximately 511 pages of Reagan Presidential records related to this 
request. Of this total, 398 pages have been exempted from release in whole or part in compliance with 
applicable FOIA exemptions, which specify what material may be released to the public. The number of 
pages restricted from access, in whole or in part, is listed with the restriction categories as follows: 

Bl-398 pp.; B2-0 pp.; B3-0 pp.; B6-0 pp.; B7c-0 pp.; B7d-0 pp.; B7e-0 pp.; B7f-0 pp. Some pages may be 
restricted under more than one category. A list of the FOIA restriction categories is attached. 


The remaining 113 pages are open for research. Historical records at NARA are not governed by the FOIA 
fee and fee waiver provisions in section 552(a)(4)(AXvi). Accordingly, the Ronald Reagan Presidential 
Library does not provide fee waivers for copying. NARA charges standard reproduction fees foi'copying ° 
historical records in accordance with our statutorily based fee schedule, codified at 44 U.S.C. §2116(c). we 
will be happy to provide you with copies of the open and partially open records upon receipt of t e 
reproduction fee of 80 cents a page. The Library accepts checks or money order made out to the National 
Archives Trust Fund. When you provide a check as payment to the National Archives and Records 
Administration, please be advised that you authcrke them to use the information fronvyoyrx.^ck to make a 
one-time electronic funds transfer from your account or to process the payment as a check transaction. Whe 
NARA uses information from your check to make an electronic funds transfer, funds may be withdrawn rom 
your account as early as they day we receive your payment, and you will not receive your check bac rom 
your financial institution. The Library also accepts Visa, Master Card, American Express or D.scover/Novus 
orders. You may also view the documents in our research room at the Library, where a self-service copier is 

available for the price of 25 cents per page. 

At this time, you have the right to file an administrative appeal of any Ronald Reagan Presidential records 
responsive to your FOIA request that have been withheld under an exemption category of the FOIA, 5 U.S. . 
5552(b). By filing an appeal, you give the agency a chance to reconsider your request and the agency s 
decision. To appeal a FOIA exemption, the appeal must be submitted in writing to the attention of the eputy 
Archivist of the United States, c/o the Ronald Reagan Presidential Library and Museum, 40 Presidential 

Drive Simi Valley, CA 93065. You should explain why you believe this response does not meet the 

requirements of the FOIA and you should also include a copy of your original request and our denia . o 
yoTappeal letter and the envelope should be clearly marked -FOIA Appeal.” Your appeal must be 


postmarked or electronically submitted within 90 calendar days from the date of this letter. The Library will 
coordinate your appeal with the appropriate authority. 

Since these are Presidential records administered in accordance with 44 U.S.C. §§2201-2209, NARA must 
notify the former and incumbent Presidents prior to the release of any information in response to these 
appeals. Once an appeal determination is made and the notification period has passed, we will contact you. 

If you would like to discuss our response before filing an appeal to attempt to resolve your dispute wiAout
